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This is a decision on the petition filed August 28, 1995, 
requesting that the above-identified application be treated as a 
regular continuation application under 35 U.S.C. Ill and 37 CFR 
1.53(b), and be accorded a filing date of April 11, 1995. 

On April 11, 1995, the application was deposited. 

On May 3, 1995, Application Division mailed a Notice stating that 
a copy of the declaration filed in the parent application was 
missing and stating the filing date of the application would be 
the date of receipt of the missing declaration.
